WASHINGTON, March 3.—7) 
The Army venereal disease rate 
reached a record low 27 cases 
per 1,000 men during 1943, accord- 
ing to preliminary figures, and the 
use of penicillin in extensive trials 
on gonorrhea cases resistant to the 

ulfa drugs effected cures in 96 
per cent of them. 

Retreatment of failures in these 
gonorrhea cases raised the percent- 
ace of cures to nearly 99 per cent. 

This is announced in the new 
bulletin of the Army’s medical de- 
partment.

4 Which Are City’s Best 
Buildings, for Beauty? 


Atlanta has some truly beautiful buildings, 
architecturally. Some, of course, which belong 
in another category entirely, but the city is not 
without architectural reasons for bragging. 

Recently three of us were discussing this subject and the talk 
finally got around to the point where each of the three had to name 
the two buildings in Greater Atlanta which, in personal opinion, 
surpassed all others in this respect, That is, from the exterior view. 

There was one structure which all,three named, though all chose 
different buildings for their companion choice. The one of univer- 
sal popularity, at least as far as three people are concerned, is 
Glenn Memorial church, at Emory. 

The lady of the trio named another church, on Peachtree road, 
as her second choice. 

The other man in the group tossed a vote for the Shrine Mosque, 
or Fox theater, somewhat to the surprise of both of his companions. 
He championed that Moorish effect, despite the derogatory head- 
— of his companions, who thought it too flamboyant, too broken 
in line. 

Myself, I tossed in my vote for the Union Station, front eleva- 
ion. 

There are three choices. How do you agree with any of them, 
as representing the two outstanding architectural triumphs in this 
city of ours? 


SPOT OF BEAUTY We didn’t include the front elevation of 

the new City Auditorium because, while 
that is strikingly beautiful, especially when all the floodlights are 
on at night, it owes much of its beauty to other factors than the 
building itself. Those floodlights, for instance, and the Hurt park, 
with its colorful fountain, in the foreground, 

Among the big buildings I’d cast a personal vote for the Hurt 
building, especially as viewed as you walk toward it on Edgewood 
avenue, coming from Peachtree. Some of that attraction, however, 
is due to the manner in which ifs stands out, the good perspective 
it enjoys, rather than the building itself. 

There are many less conspicuous, generally overlooked, exam- 
ples of gifted design in the city. Many of these are residences 
which are passed by and accepted because of familiarity but with- 
out due appreciation of their contribution to civic charm. 

The state capitol is itself a not unworthy building. The only 
trouble is it is difficult to find a spot where you may view it from 
sufficient distance and at proper elevation to do it justice. 

The city hall is, of course, striking and,.if ever that proposed 
development of governmental buildings in that area is realized, 
it will enhance the municipal government center considerably. As 
it is, it is so different from its surroundings that it is almost too

Caution Watchword 
In Invasion Plans 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Marshal Stalin 
has just given one of the most optimistic state- 
ments coming from any Allied government head 

i on prospects for an early defeat of Germany. 

In his reply to congratulations sent last month by President 
Roosevelt on the twenty-sixth anniversary of the Red army, the 
Russian Premier stated that he was “strongly convinced” that the 
“final defeat” of Hitler is now near. 

It is hard to interpret Marsha! Stalin’s words other than mean- 
ing he foresees the defeat of Germany this year. 

Against such undiluted optimism is the speech before the house 
of commons last week by Prime Minister Churchill, in which he 
utterly declined to commit himself to any prediction that the fight- 
ing- in Europe will end this year. 

At a White House press conference on the same day, Mr. Roose- 
velt supported the Prime Minister’s position on the European war 
outlook. Mr. Churchill seemed to think that we cannot look for 
the defeat of Hitler before 1945, although he did not deny that 
victory might be “not so far away,” depending on the ability of 
the Germans to stand up under the growing air blows being de 
livered by Bgitish and American forces. | 

On the other hand, there is the statement made by General Eisen- 
hower. at the time of his tranfer from the Mediterranean theater 
to London, that victory for the Allies in Europe would come in 
1944, provided every man and woman in the United States and 
Britain “from the front line to the remotest hamlet” does his or her 
“full duty.” a 

Among four of the men who are in position to know the real 
facts about the war’s outlook, it thus would appear that an even 
balance is struck on the timing of Germany's ultimate downfall, 


NO WORD FROM MARSHALL We are yet to hear from 


General Marshall, Army 


chief of staff and the brains of our own military efforts, but it is 
to be presumed that his views are in accordance with those ex- 
pressed by President Roosevelt on the subject. 

Other Allied military commanders, however, have accepted Gen- 
eral Eisenhower's appraisal of the situation, which would tend to 
indicate that the opinion of the experts—those in a better position 
to judge—is about evenly divided on the score of German vul- 


nerability. . : 

Aside from the imponderables, which constitute an unknown 
factor in every war, the question of whether we will be able to 
beat the Germans down in the current year would seem to depend 
on the military policy that is adopted for the prosecution of the 
second front. 

We can either pursue a bold, aggressive course, built on a de 
termination to crush the Germans regardless of cost and at the 


greatest speed, or we can proceed more cautiously in the hope of 


holding our casualtigs to a minimum. ; 

Marshal Stalin is perhaps the leading exponent of the first idea. 
He would get the bloody business over as soon as possible. Real- 
izing that we now have the Germans on the run, those familiar 
with his methods say that he is in favor of throwing the last ounce 
of Allied strength at the enemy in one crushing blow, without too 
much consideration of the human factors involved in the heavy 
sacrifice of lives that would be necessary. 

General Marshall, on the other hand, as the leading authority on 
the strategy to be employed by British and American forces, is 
known to hold a contrary view. Those closely associated with him 
say that he is determined to win the war at the lowest minimum 
of lives possible, 

It is even said of him that he would delay opening the second 
front indefinitely, if he thought it would be possible to save the 


costs of invasion by beating Germany down through the air. 
CONSERVATIVE COURSE As between these two conflict 
ing concepts of military strat- 


egy, there can hardly be any doubt as to which wil! prevail. It is 
only logical to assume that Genera] Marshall’s ideas will be followed. 

Laying aside any possibility of an internal German collapse. a 
factor not to be discounted but one at the same time not to be 
counted on, the best appraisal that can be made of the situation, 
therefore, is that no end of the European war can be expected 
before 1945. 

Our policy will undoubtedly be to proceed to the final kill 
cautiously, rather than rush precipitantly into an offensive which 
could cost us heavily in human lives. Needless:to say, both the

President and Prime Minister infinitely prefer it this way, even 
though the prolongation of the war costs us billions more in ex- 
penditures. 

When the second front opens, then, what we may see is a repe- 
tition of the tactics employed in Italy, except, of course, that they 
will be on a vaster and much more pretentious scale. In Italy we 
have chosen to press forward doggedly, rather than try to crush 
the enemy with the full force of our reserve power. Proof of this 
is found in the fact that an entire army is. being held in Sicily 
in reserve. It could easily have been thrown into the fighting be- 
fore now had it been necessary. 

In the meantime, increasing pressure from air attacks wil! con- 
tinue to be exerted on Germany. No effort will be spared, it is 
believed, to bring the war to an end in this way while reserving 
the full force of our land blows until the end.
